"From  January  1st,  1958,  a death  in  a Chronic  Sick  or  Mental 
Hospital  will  be  assigned  to  the  area  of  occurrence  only  if  the 
deceased  has  been  there  for  six  months  or  more.  If  the  deceased 
had  been  there  less  than  six  months,  the  death  will  be  transferred 
to  the  area  of  usual  residence,  if  any.  The  modifications 
described  in  G.R.O.  Circular  (M.O.H.)  No,  2/1954  are  superseded 
and  all  hospitals  for  the  chronic  sick  will  be  treated  alike  for 
transfer  purposes". 

Avonside  General  Hospital  in  the  Borough  of  Evesham  has  a 
large  chronic  sick  unit.  This  unit  took  a considerable  number  of 
Chronic  Sick  natients  from  outside  the  Borough  including  some  from 
Evesham  Rural  District,  Deaths  among  these  patients  resident 
six  months  or  more  in  the  hospital  were  assigned  to  the  Borough 
for  statistical  purposes,  thus  increasing  the  total  number  of 
deaths  occurring  in  the  Borough  with  a corresponding  increase  in 
the  death  rate. 

It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  effect,  if  any,  of  this  new 
arrangement  on  the  number  of  deaths  and  the  death  rate  in  Evesham 
Rural  District,

4.  Public  Cleansing. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  was  carried  out  throughout  the 
district  under  the  direction  of  the  Surveyor's  Department,
